HUNTING DELONG. 


THE WANDERINGS OF THE JEAN- 
NETTE SURVIVORS. 


Meliville’s Report to the Department at Washington 
~The Wanderings and Sufferings of the Explor- 
ers—The Efforts Made to Find the Lost— 
The Records of the “rip. 


Wasurnatox, March 21.—The report of 
Lieutenant Melville to the secretary of the 
navy is at hand, dated Yakutsk, Siberia, Jan- 
uary 6th. *Li@utenant Melville says: We 
made land at the mouth of the Lena river, 
September 6th, four days after the dispersion 
of the Jeannette’s three boats, and reached a 
settlement called Bukoff on September 26th. 
The ice was making in the river. On the 
next day I made an effort to get up the river 
with three native pilots, but after grounding 
very often the pilots insisted on returning, 


us in advancing, for most of us were very 
much exhausted, and suffering from frozen 
feet and legs, and the lack of food, the mia- 
jority being unable to walk. The natives 
gave us quarters and a limited quantity of fish 
und decayed geese. 

PME FRIENDLY EXILE, 
On October 10, a Russian

\ He gave us salt and all the food 
scanty supply allowed, 
Belun to inform the commandant of 
place of our presence and obtain 
transportation. 
was to have returned in five days, but he did 
not return until October 29, when he brought 
a small supply of food and reported the 
commandant would be at Bukoff November 
l,with deers and sleds to carry the whole party 
to Belun. On his way back October 26, 
hKoosmach met two of the first cutter’s crew 
at Kumouk-Suaka, and they gave him a brief 
note. Limmediately started with dog sleds 
for Beiun, hoping to intercept the command- 
anton the way, but he had reindeer and tray- 
eled by another route. Mr. Joun W. Danen- 
hower, having recovered the use of his eyes, 
was placed in charge of my party with orders 
to follow to Belun as soon as transportation 
could be obtained I arrived at Belun, No- 
vember 2d, and found the two men in a very 
exhausted condition. From them I learned 
the foHowing of what transpired subsequent 
to October, the date of the latest of Lieuten- 
ant DeLong’s records, 
ON THE TRAIL OF DELONG, 

The party crossed the Lena river to the west 
bank, October 1, ata summer hunting lodge 
called Usterda. The toes of seaman Erickson 
having been amputated, he was placed on an 
improvised sled, which was hauled by his 
comrades, several of whom were hardly abie 
to walk from frozen feet and legs. They pro- 
ceeded south slowly for two days and crossed 
asmali branch of the Lena river, which they 
had to wade. On October 6, they stopped ata 
small hut, where Erickson died next day and 
was buricd in the Lena. by this time they 
were in a deplorable condition, having eaten 
their lastdog meatand being on an allowance 
of three ounces of alcohol per man. per day. 
They proceeded south until October 9, when 
DeLong decided to sendtwo men ahead to 
seck relief. ‘The feet of Ninderman and 
Noros were better than those of the others, 
'and they were supplicd with their blankets 
and Remington rifles, forty rounds of ammu- 
nition and six ounces of aleohol, which was a 
per capita division of the whole stock. They 
were-ordered to proceed south on the west 
bank of the Lena and send relief, if found, 
the others being told to follow in their foot- 
steps. Whenthe two men started-the party 
Wasatahalton the north vank of a large 
western branch of the Lena. The two men 
ascended that branch five miles to makea 
crossing, then traveled southeast to a hut 
known by the name of Two Crosses, and situ- 
ated on the Lena bank. 

ALMOST IN SIGHT. 

Aiter fourteen days’ intense suffering and 
slow progress they reached Bulcour, and were 
found by three natives, who supplied them 
with food and transported them to Belun by 
deer sleds, arriving at that place September 
27. The commandant at Belun took good care 
of them, but was unable to understand them. 
Ile gave them material, and they wrote a dis- 
patch, addressed to the American minister at 
St. Petersburg, which the commandant took 
With hime to Bukoth Danenhower immedi- 
ately sent it to me by special courier, with 
orders from the commandant to a subordinate 
at Belun to furnish me with an outfit and 
appointing Baneulok as a rendezvous, at 
Which place 1 met him and the remainder of 
my party, November ; 
had 2 conversation 
commandant, and ordered 
proceed south with all the party except 
James H. Bartlett, first-class tireman, whe 
Was to remain at Belun to communicate with 
me, and 1 started north on that evening to 
the relief of Lieutenant DeLong, having with 
ie two natives and two dog trains, with pro- 
Visions for tendays. Novemoer 6th I reached 
Buicour, where 1 found two deserted houses 
and traces of the two men, Ninderman and 
Noros. I examined the smali hut where the 
two men had slept and where a number of 
sleds were stowed. I slept in a snow bank 
that night, visiting the hut at Two Crosses, 
reaching Matrai after midnight. The next 
morning I found in the hut a waist belt that

THE TRAIL LOST. 

On November 10, the provisions running 
short, I decided to go to Upper Belun, in order 
torenew them. I reached Upper Belun on 
the Lith, having stopped at the deserted hunt- 
ing station of Cath-canta, and also having vis- 
ited eight huts on the route. Considerable 
| stale fish and deer meat were found at Cath- 
i canta, but no signs of the huts having been 
| visited by the DeLong party. On my arrival 

at Upper Belun, the natives brought me Lieu- 

tenant DeLong’s record, dated October 1. and 

I learned that others had been found. I sent 

toa neighboring village for. them, and next 

morning records, dated September 22 and 26, 

and Winchester rifles were brought tome. The 
| only provisions to be obtained were deer meat 
}and fish, there being a scarcity of the latter, 
the natives having to send 250 versts for 
their own supply. November 13, I obtained 
four days’ supply of fish, and, with fresh dog 
trains and natives, started for Bollock. a hut 
in which record No. 2and the Winchester 
rifles were found. [ slept there that night 
and found both huts filled with snow. On 
November 14, I followed the East Lena to the 
coast. I followed the coast about three miles 
to the east and found a cache that had been 
made by Lieutenant DeLong, September 19, 
188i. 1 made athorough search and gathered 
up everything, the sleighs being too heavily 
laden to carry it. I searched tor the boat. 
both east and west of the cache. for a distance 
of five miles each, and to a distance of one

A RECORD FOUND. 


During a heavy storm, I was obliged to wait 
there the next day to rest and feed the dogs. 
During this time, I overhauled everything 
obtained in the cache, and the following is a

seven old sleeping bags condemned, one. lot 
of old wornout clothing, one Winchester rifle, 
one repeating rifle and other articles. There 
was no list of articles found in. the cache, but 
the following record was found in the naviga- 
tion box:

To search that region, a 
large force will be required with proper 
authority from the Russian officers. I, there- 
fore, came to this place to communicate 
with the United States, and immediately 
with the aid of the authorities, to organize 
searching parties. In the meantime the cot 
mandant at Belun is searching with all the 
force his small town affords. The governor 
of this province has sent a general order 
throughout the entire region from the Lena 
to Kolgma to search for and render assis- 
tance to both parties that are missing. Iam 
now completing my arrangements, and will 
start north in a few days. The governor 
general is rendering every assistance in his 
power. By next mail I will send you a full 
statement, explaining the organization and 
plans adopted for March. When Danenhower 
reached Belun transportation sourh could be 
furnished fur only six men; so he 
took five’ of the weakest of the 
party and reached this place December 7. 
The remaining six arrived yesterday. 
THE CONDITION OF THE CREW. ! 

The general health of the whole party Is 
excellent, but Danenhower’s eyes are badly 
aifected. John Cole, seaman, suffers trom 
aberration of the mrnd, and Hubert Leach, 
seamen, from frozen toes, To-morrow Dan- 
enhower, with nine men, will proceed td 
Jakutze, and thence to the Atlantic seaboard. 
I will keep James H. Bartlett, first-clas fire- 
man, and W. F. C. Ninderman with me. 
Danenhower will carry to the United States 
the records and articles found in the cache. 
I desire, in conciusion, to call the attention 
of the department to the upright and manly 
conduct of Master J. W. Danenhower, who 
cheerfully rendered the most -valuable as- 
sistance under the most trying cir- 
cumstances, and whose professional 
knowledge I availed myself of on all 
occasions. We were in pertect accord fat all 
times, although an unfortunate circumstance 
deprived him of his legitimate command. 
The conduct of first-class fireman, J. H. Bart- 
lett, is worthy of special notice. His superior 
intelligence, cheertul disposition and energy, 
are highly commendable. Also to Seaman 
Hubert Leach, who was at the helm eleven 
hours in a gale, during which time his feet 
and legs were badly frozen, after which he 
worked mantfully at the oars without a mur- 
mur, and during the most intense pain.

THE KECORDS FOUND. 

Attached to this report are a number of 
records found at the various stopping places 
of the DeLong party. The first was left about 
one-half of a mile north of the southern end 
of Simontki islana, buried under a stake, and 
is as follows: 

The thirty-three persons composing the officers 
and crew of the Jeannette left that island in three 
boats on the morning of September 5, one week 
ago. Thesame night we were separated iu a gale 
and we have seen nothing of them since. Orders 
; had been given in the eventof such an accideut, 

for each boat to make the best of its way to a settle- 
ment ou the Lena river, before waiting for anybody. 
My boat made Jand on the j6th,and | suppose we 
are at the Lena deita. I have had no chauce te get 
sight for position since I left Simoutki island. Af 
ter trying for two days to get in shore without 
grounding, or to reach one of the river mouths, we 
abandoned our boat and waded 1'4 miles, carrying 
our provisions and outtit with us. We must now 
try with God’s help to walk to a settlement, which 
1 believe to be ninety-nine miles distant. We are 
ali welland have four days provisions, arms and 
ammitnition, and are carrying with us only the 
ship's books and papers, and blankets, tents, and 
some medicines. Therefore, our chance of getting 
through seems to be good.

SHIPHERD’S SCANDAL. 


THE GUANO CONTROVERSY WITH 
PERU. 


Progress of the Investigation of Snipherd Before the 
Congressional Committee—A Los” Letter—Hurl- 
but’s Anxiety to Make Money—An In- 
terview with Blaine Described. 


Wasuinetox, March 21.—Mr. Shipherd ap- 
peared before the committee on foreign affairs 
to-day, and produced copies of two of the 
three missing letters, but after looking through 
several envelopes, he said there must be some 
fatality about it—he could not find the letter 
of May 2ist. He stated thatit was addressed 
to the president, and as he had been informed 
by letter from his secretary, J. Stanley 
Brown, it was referred to the department of 
state. The letter of May 25, 1881, was 
then read. It was to Hon. Jas. G. Blaine, 
and stated that on the 2ist, that he (Ship- 
herd) had transmitted to the president dupli- 
cates of the enclosures which he presumed 
would be referred to the department of state. 
Those enclosed were to be handed to Mr. 


Hurlbut in his (Blaine’s) discretion, and ata 
proper time; also that he would be glad to be 
summoned to Washington before Hurlbut 
and Kilpatrick’s instructions were prepared. 
Mr. Shipherd was questiored as to the en- 
closures mentioned, and said he had not made 
copies as the originals were in thedepartment 
of state. The principal enclosure was the 
prospectus of the Peruvian company. The 
letters of May 3ist and June 4th were also 
produced. Both were addressed to the pres- 
ident and were merely formal, the interest 
lving in the enclosures which were found in 
the correspondence already printed. 
SHIPHERD'S INTERVIEWS WITH HURLBUT. 

Shipherd was cross examined as to the in- 
terviews with Hurlbut before he went to 
Peru. At-one of these meetings, held in 
New York, Hurlbut told Shipherd that he 
had been sent to tell the latter. that the presi- 
dent regarded his case as strong in law and 
equity as it could possibly be, but that it was 
unfortunate that Peru snould be in such a 
deplorable condition. He added that the 
prime condition on which the president 
would consent to act would be that the chaim 
should be in such a shape that it would not 
impose hardships upon Peru, but should be 
remedied, ard should enable Peru to pay her 
indemnity and get out of her trouble with 
Chili. If that could be done the government 
would heartily indorse the scheme. 

WHAT WAS EXPECTED, 

He further said this claim must not be 
pressed upon Peruin any Shylock spirit. “I 
(Shipherd) replied that we expected the Uni- 
ted States to assist only if the affair could 
command the approval of every fair minded 
man. lasked him if the secretary of state 
had given him the papers I had alluded to, 
and he replied, ‘no, sir. I know nothing of 
your scheme. ITamonly teMing you what I 
have been instructed to do.’ In speaking 
Hurlbut never used the term ‘secretary of 
state,” but always used the somewhat vague 
‘erins ‘the government,’ ‘the executive’ or ‘the 
United States.’ He desired as full an account 
in writing of our plans as I could give him, 
and he would read them with great pleasure.” 

AN ANXIOUS MINISTER. 

He said: “Peru ought to have help at 
the earliest moment, and I hope you will 
press your plans as rapidly as _ possible.’ 
Shipherd then madea general statement to 
the effect that he (Shipherd) never imagined 
that it would be necessary to buy any man, 
and never intended todo so. He did, how- 
ever, feel that it was necessary to prevent 
Hurlbut from taking any position whieh 
might be violently opposed to their company. 

A CANDID OPINION, 

Shipherd was asked: ‘Did you think Hurl- 
but could be purchased?” and replied: ‘*Most 
emphatically.” : 

The Chairman—‘‘And you proceeded to 
purchase him?” Answer—‘‘No, sir; simply 
to prevent him from settling himself viciously 
and determinedly against us. I recognized 
the fact that it would be necessary to assure 
him that it would in the future result ad- 
vantageously to himself or friends if he did 
not Oppose us,”’ 

TALKS WITH BLAINE, 

Shipherd was then questioned in regard to 
his interview with Secretary Blaine, and re- 
plied: “The interview took place at Blaines’ 
residence, in this city, on the evening of July 
25th. It lasted until a late hour, and was re- 
sumed next morning.’’ When asked who 
was present at that interview, Shipherd 
said a United States senator whos« 
name he did not feei at liberty 
to mention, because he had been informed 
that in an investigation of this kind it was 
necessary to be very careful about mention- 
ingthe names of members of the house or 
senators. Hesaid further that this interview 
was brought about by the kind offices of the 
before mentioned senator. The chairman 
suggested that Shipherd give the features of 
the interview with Blaine, and for the pres- 
ent waive the question of what senator was 
present. 

THE INTERVIEW OUTLINED, 

At this interview Shipherd gave Blaine a 
full statement of the claims of the Peruvian 
company on their merit. The secretary lis- 
tened with what seemed to Shipherd a great 
deal more than merely courteous attention, 
now and then interjecting questions, showing 
that he was following every point with care 
and precision. He suggested some difficulties 
from a legal point of view, that we Americans 
had purchased a claim and expected the 
United States government to enforce it against 
Peru. After a full discussion, the secretary 
asked Shipherd to suggest what was wanted 
from our government. 

WHAT SHIPHER!I) WANTED, 

To this Shipherd in effect replied: 
present we can ack almost nothing. We can- 
not go into court down there until Pert’ de- 
nies the claim, and until this is done we have 
no right to ask our government to interfere. 
We can only ask a provisional remedy. Peru 
isnow shipping our yuano and is about to 
make an arrangement to pay her 
war indemnity with our guano. 
All we desire is. that an ofticia! 
notification be sent to both Chili and Pern 
that there is an American title asserted to 
that guano, and that whoever takcs it will do 
so with a notice of that assertion.’ The sec- 
retary replied: ‘That is not asking much.’ 
After this matter had been fally discussed, 
and it was made plain to the secre- 
tary that the company was not ask- 
ing the United States government to 
assert its claim, the conversation took some 
other turn, and was finally closed with the 
remark by the secretary: ‘Now, what do you 
want me to do? Shipherd replied in sub- 
stance, as before stated, that this government 
should send notifications of an American title 
to the guano, and the secretary replied that 
he would do so at one.

THE TERMS SET FORTH. 

It sets forth in regard to the seizure of Cal- 
deron that Chili abolished the authority of 
Garcia Calderon within the lines held by the 
Chilian troops, and that he was arrested with- 
out any intention of offending the United 
“tates or any other neutral power, and sim 
ly in the use of the legitimate rights of bellig- 
erents. In the second article the United 
States eliminates from the discussion 
the possibility of armed intervention. 
and will offer their mediation only in the 
event of the beligerents expressing a desire to 
obtain it, and when its acceptance would lead 
to a result satisfactory to both. In the third 
article Chili declares its feelings of friendship 
and confidence, that if they were offered she 
accept the good offices of 
the United States in tne COR- 
test with Peru if, in employing such 
good offices, the United States would accept 
the terms of peace which Chili is disposed to 
offer the enemy, it being the understanding 
that if the United States should not obtain 
the consent of Peru to the vonditions of peace 
which serve as a basis to the employment of 
their good offices, in such case the action of 
the United States between the belligerents 
will at once cease. 

TRESCOTT’S PRIVILEGB. 

Chili agrees to give every honorable facility 
to Mr. Treseott to enable him to communi 
cate with any Peruvian authorities or indi- 
viduals whom he may consider proper, with 
the exception only of Garcia Calderon, who 
is a prisoner of war. 

THE PROPOSED TERMS OF PEACE. 

The basis upon which Chili agrees to “‘cele- 
brate peace,”’ is as follows: First, the cession 
to Chili of all Peruvian territory south of 
Camoreress Queirada. Second, the oecupa- 
tion of the department of Arica and Taera 
for ten years, at expiration of which 
term Peru will pay twenty millions dollars; 
and should saidgjwenty million dollars not be 
paid to Chili at the expiration of the ten years, 
the territory of Arica and Taera will remain 
ipso facto ceded to and incorported with the 
republic of Chili. Peru may fix in the terms 
of peace a longer term than ten years, but 
always subject to the same _ conditions. 
Should Arica return to the dominion of Peru 
it shall never be fortified. Third, Chili shall 
occupy the Labos islands whilst guano re- 
mains on them, and the net proceeds of such 
guano, as also of that from the deposits which 
are known and being workedin Tara 
shall be equally divided between Chili an 
the creditors of Peru. 

THE PERUVIAN POLITICIANS. 

The politicians in Lima are reported to be 
busy and as usual more interested in the tri- 
umph of party than in the regeneration of 
the country, and making peace with its con- 
querors. Pierola’s party is strong, but the 
Calderon faction is not dead or inert by any 
means. 


A CABINET CRISIS 


Probable in England— Victor Hugo Toasts the Czar—A

Among the 
new arrivals were two Kentuckians, who had 
drifted from Scott county, Ky., who knew of 
the Herndon family, to which the prisoners 
belonged, and, hearing the story of the broth- 
ers, asked for their liberation. The majority, 
however, ruled, and decided that they should 
be held until one of their number, who lives 
in Dahlonega, could learn whether they were 
attending the agricultural college there 
ornot. This took six days’ time, when said 
citizen said thatall the students wore the same 
uniform worn by these brothers, and thatthey 
were enrolled on the class books. This report 
released the boys,who were taken on horseback 
to within a few miles of Dahlonega, when 
they were blindfolded and carried into town 
during the night and released. When they 
realized that all danger was over, they de- 
clared that their experience among the moon- 
shiners was worth half a dozen holiday weeks 
in Kentucky. FEarly last week Deputy Mar- 
shal Witt and others captured 110 gallons of 
spirits, a yoke of wagons and some mash in a 
moonshiners’ camp. These, with two men at 
work on the still, they took to Houser’s hotel 
in Dansville,in Lumpkin county. They left 
the property with Mr. Houser. Last Tuesday 
night thirty odd moonshiners, heavily armed, 
met atthe hotel at midnight for the deter- 
mined purpose of retaking their prop- 
erty. They surrounded the hotel, and, 
on demanding the property, Mr. 
Houser came out on his portico 
and said thathe had no objections to their 
taking it, but that Witt, with twenty armed 
men were guarding it, and they (the moon- 
shiners) could take their chances. This bold 
falsehood bluffed them. The property was 
moved to the railroad en route to Atlanta the 
nextday. These are two specimens only of 
the thousands which occur in_ this dare-devil 
business. Blood tlows frequently on both 
sides, and both moonshiners and officers 
often turn up their toes in deadiy struggles. 
The official’s life here isa hard one at most. 
Never so sharp and bright though he may be, 
the ‘‘cracker’’ or Georgia moonshiner, is fully 
an adept in cunning, and too, he is a fighter, 
and good shotand fears nothing. He has 
allies who are the corn-growers, the saloon 
keepers who purchase his spirits, and others 
who buy his ardents pure at ten cents a drink, 
when, for Kentucky distilled, they must pay 
the regular fifteen cents,

Chase, a former chief justice: “Salmon, when 
you have your d—d old jacket on you look 
every inch a judge.’’ There is no reason why 
one of these gowns sheuld be called a jacket, 
for the skirt reaches the floor. The gowns are 
put on the justices in what is called the robe 
room, adjoining the court, at five minutes to 
12 o'clock, for the judges never go upon the 
bench until highnoon. Then, after the Mar- 
shal s deputy sings his song about “Cod bless 
the United States and the justices of this 
court,” or wordsto that etlect, the arrival of 
the justices naving been previously an- 
nounced, they take their seats and ure ready 
The clerkship of the court is 
worth than the salary of four of the 
justices, as it is said to frequently pay over 
S40,.000 per year, The charges are simply ter- 
rible. It costs about a dollar for the clerk to 
look at you, and another dollar to get out of 
anev havealittle talk then of 
keeping the decisions back as | meas px ssible. 
often a couple of months, and in the mean- 
time if any one wants acopy of the decision, 
it costs $2 for each page of one hundred 
words. There is no good reason why the de- 
cisions put in type the day 
they are delivered, and furnished as the de- 
bates of congress are furnished, the day fol- 
lowing: but this Was not the practice sixty 
vears ago, and they never do anything about 
the court except in the time honored but 
excessively slow way. Thiis, all 
agree, would be il great convenience, 
but it would take $10,000 a year 
out of the fees of the clerk, and, of course, it 
isnot done. Several times bills have been 
prepared for introduction in congress on the 
subject, but somehow nothing was heard of 
them afterward. Those who proposed them 
were convinced that it was not the custom, 
and they letthe matter drop. The supreme 
court has always held that every bill relating 
to the court must first be sent to them for in- 
spection, and, strange vs it may appear, they 
have always carried this point in their re- 
spect. When Belva Lockwood, the female 
lawver, applied for admission to practice be- 
fore the court, the justices were shocked and 
the clerk horritied. The court consid- 
ered the application, and, after holding it 
under advisement for a month or so, gravely 
deciared against her, on the ground that it 
Was ayainst the custom, if not the law. 
Belva. in reply, said it was against the cus- 
tom once to ride in a yrailroad 
_: OF tt light up a house 
with gas, but those customs were not 
in keeping with the progress ef the times, 
The reply was that there was nv help 
for her. Belva, being practical, slipped over 
to the senate, drew a bill giving women the 
right to practice law, provided they were 
competent, and had it introduced. She had 
a similar bill introduced in the house, which 
body passed it. The senate in turn passed it, 
and, lo! the custom was a thing of the past. 
A law took its place, and she or any other 
woman is now perfectly free to get a big fee 
for appearing and arguing a case before the su- 
preme court, provided sheis fortunate enough 
to get employed. I[t is against the custom, 
and no one is allowed to doit under penalty 
of being put out of the court room, tor any 
one, newspaper reporter or lawyer even, to 
write a word in the court roum, or take a note 
of any point in a decision or remark of any 
ofthe judges. This appears strange, and yet 
it is a fact, and there are hundreds 

fF newspaper correspondents who know 
it from being prevented. The custom is 
to go to the clerk, and wait a week or so for 
him to make such extracts of an opinion as 
are wanted to pay him his fees. The only 
way to get over thisisto keep the points in 
your head and write them out{after coming‘out 
of the court room, which has to be done on 
what is called decision day. The opinions of 
the supreme court are much too long. They 
go into a history of every case, and often a 
person has to read half an hour orso before 
the point in the decision is reached. But all 
this plays into the hands of the clerk. He 
gets wealthy in consequence of it. Imagine 
the readers of a paper in these days of tele- 
graph having to wait three or four weeks for 
a decision! The judges are too slow. They 
don’t intend to be slow, but they are without 
knowing it. It is seldom that a decision can 
be had in less than a month after a case bas 
been argued. In similar courts in Eng- 
land a decision is given in five min- 
utes after a case is argued. This is 
as it should be. The judges, in holding 
off their decisions, without knowing it, are 
enriching a certain number of resident at- 
torneys at the expense of other attorneys, 
who do not happen to reside here; tor, 
knowing the delay, the expense of waiting, 
etc., non-resident lawyers frequently are re- 
quired to secure the assistance of resident at- 
torneys to argue and look after their cases. 
One of the customs is that each justice has 
a body servant. The justices get money for 
their own body servants, but the custom is

200 per annum by the government. Some. of 
the justices want to select their own body 
servant, but they are not allowed to do it by 
the other body servants, for the custom is 
that the newly appointed justice retain the 
body servant of his predecessor. The body 
servants have never been known to 
allow a justice to vivlate this custom. 
Mr. Justice Woods, who was appointed by 
Garfield, in speaking to some gentlemen cd 
this custom, suid: ‘‘My body servant is the 
most annoying thing | have yet experienced. 
The fellow is the first man I see in the morn- 
ing and the last I see at night. He forced his 
way into my room at the Elliott house. or- 
dered me to go down to. breakfast, and then 
asked me what I would have for breakfast. 
taking my order to the cooks himself. | 
could not gét rid of him in any way. He 
haunted me all the time. I tried to find 
places to send him to get rid of him, but he 
was back as quick as lightning. That fellow 
will be the death of me. I have this 
satisfaction, however, the other justices 
are tortured in the same way.’ When 
Mr. Justice Gray, of Massachusetts, re- 
cently went on the supreme bench, he had an 
idea he would do just as he pleased; but after 
a trial he finally had to yield, and is now as 
completely in the power of his body servant 
as any of the others. He. not only was not 
allowed to select aman for himself, but was 
forced to accept the services of a fellow he 
does not like. They are death on custom; 
they live on custom, and not ene of the body 
servants does a thing different from what he 
did years ago. Asarule, the body servants 
are past middle age. The fathers and grand- 
fathers of some of them served in the same 
capacity, fur they never let anew man into 


the ring. 
THE PRESIDENT AND MAHONE. 


The Little General Does Not Think He Has Been 
Treated Properly. 
Alexandria Gazette. 

It is an oper secret here that while General 
Mahone and the president are on the most 
amicable terms, the former has been disap- 
pointed in the influence he expected to exert 
and in the amount of federal patronage he 
believed was his due. He changed the polit- 


 jcal complexion of the senate and gave the 


committees of that body, who control its 


legislation to the republicans; he gave thens 


two votes, and thereby a clean majority in the 
house; he gave them a state that always 
since the war been a democratic state, and 
sowed the seeds of discord among the dem- 
ocrats in other democratic states. Fer all this 
he naturally expected to be made much of by 
the administration and to have all the federal 
patronage of his own state and a large share 
of that of the whole south, as he is the only 
legally elected republican senator from that 
entire section. He also naturally expected 
that the element from which he came 
and = which he had brought with 
him to the republican camp would 
be recognized and that his personal services 
to the administration would be specially re- 
quited by allowing him to designate promi- 
nent representatives 6f this element for im- 
portant positions either within or-without 
the limits of his own state. All these ex pec- 
tations have so far been doomed to disappoint- 
ment, and the general being susceptible to 
human influences, while thoroughly friendly 
with the president, doesn’t manifest any par- 
ticular amount of gushing exuberance of love 
and affection for him. With the exception 
of a tew litle unimportant postmast- 
ers the only federal patronage that 
has so lar been bestowed upon him has been 
the postmasterships at Norfolk and Lynch- 
burg and the @ttornevship of the Western 
district of Virginia, in all of which republi- 
cans have bee.: superseded by members of their 
own party, and the sume changes would 
probably have taken place even if he had not 
made his bargain with the repudlicans, The 
president may be going to do something for 
Him in the future, but up to this time he has 
certainly fallen sadly behind expectations 
and a disappointed man is not happy, espe- 
cially when he is dyspeptic. at

“... __*8@ changes wrought by the war are be- 
sining to be felt in every department of hu- 

 fthe manstTY i this country; eepecially 


a revolution in labor, are these changes most 
marked and interesting. Take the matter of 
inventions. Before the war the need of labor- 
saving implements was not felt in the south, 
there being a supply of labor, ready and trust- 
worthy, always at hand. The amount of 
labor corresponded to the available capital, 
and the people jogged along in a comfortable 
and contented way, caring very little about 
the machinery of other states or the march of 
improvement generally. The war swept away 
the labor system, and then was awakened for 
the first time the inventive power of the 
southern people. The brain power that had 
either been wasted or turned in other 
directions then began to consider the indus- 
trial situation and to devise means for bring- 
ing it out of the great disaster which had be- 
fallen it. The increase in inventionsin the 
south is an illustration of this change, and to 
show how great it has been we add a table, 
compiled in the patent office, that covers the 
decade before the war and the first complete 
decade after the war, leaving the figures of

The 
proposition to call a convention no doubt 
created a heated debate among those who are 
independents on principle, but unfortunately, 
none of the colonels are reporters, and we 
shall probably never know how Dr. Felton, 
ably seconded by Colonel Albert Cox and 
Colonel Marcellus Thornton, protested against 
any proposition looking to a convention; nor 
is it likely we shall ever know precisely the 
nature of the argument that finally brought 
the independent colonels to acknowle%ge that 
a convention is a very nice and proper thing 
for a party of coloriels, organized or disorgan- 
ized, to have about the house. 

But what remains for the convention to do? 
Asa matter of course, it isto be a conven- 
tion of independent colonels, but the symp- 
toms are that it. will be a rather perfunctory 
sort of affair, for there is no independent- 
ism where the whims of every individual are 
not paramount--where each candidate is not 
a caucus- and nominating convention unto 
This being the case, the propositon

it a “mass meeting” is rather a chilly pro 
ceeding. 

It is a _ pretence, indeed; for it 
is @& proposition to spread a. feast 
that was discussed and disposed of at the 
Markham house last Monday. The table was 
not long nor wide, but it was full, and the 
ceremony of the feast was opened by Dr. Fel- 
ton, who tasted of every dish in his reach. 
All this in the absence of any formal grace. 
Thereupon Dr. Miller grabbed a slice of apple- 
tart and a handful of filberts and turned his 
back upon the cempany. Colonel Hook in- 
quired if Alex Stephens’s plate was on the 
table,and hoped it hadn't been wiped out. 
Colonel Hulsey seized a piece of mutton 
to represent the, outlines 
of the fifth district, and shook 
the gravy off with considerable 
vigor. Colonel Marcellus FE, Thornton want- 
ed the hunk of mutton, but the otber inde- 
pendents said, as they have always heen say- 
ing, that he could digest nothing warmer 
than avery cold potato. Colonel Thornton 
protested so bitterly, however, that they final- 
ly gave hima giass of warm lemonade to go 
with his cold potato. Colonel Joseph Pou 
spoke for the dish representing the fourth dis- 
trict, and Colonel Albert Cox was about to 
pout when it was hinted that if he would be 
a nice little man he might have the state-at- 
large. Colonel Peter Lawshe seized a hand- 
ful of Georgia chestnuts, and said he would 
be perfectly satisfied with the results. As 
for the others, they partook of the fare as 
suited their various appetites, happy in the 
belief that a caucus so full of promise was the 
next thing to a majority at the polls.

He has in 
sulted the independent colonels by announc- 
ing his candidature without waiting for the 
dictation of a hotel caucus. He has outraged 
the colonels, in fact, and they will have noth- 
ing todo with him. Therefore the general 
was not at the caucus last Monday, and if he 
saw itin session at all, he was compelled to 
peep over the transom.

In the Atlantic Monthly, the opening

‘The truth is, 
however, if there were any women 
on hand, the probability is that Europe 
failed to observe the absence of man. Mr. 
Lathrop’s ‘‘An Echo of Passion”’ jostles along 
cleverly, if not forcibly. The great difficulty 
is that the reader picks out Mr. Lathrop’s 
best things, examines them familiarly, and 
knows in an instant that Mr. Howells would 
have said them with just such an air and in 

just such astyle. In other words, Mr. Lath- 
rop has been too close a student of Mr. 
Howells’s methods of expression. Mr. Bish- 
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op’s “The House of a Merchant Prince” is

writers. He appears to have mastered the 
humor of seriousness as well as the humor of 
levity, and the result is some delightfully 
droll character-sketches right in the midst of

AWAITING THEIR DOOM. 

Since the passage of the act of the legisla- 
ture a year or two since allowing juries to 
recommend imprisonment for life in capital 
cases, many have predicted a practical aboli- 
punishment in Georgia, 
just received 
a striking negative. In Carroll coun- 
ty James E. Hanvey and one 
Moon—bhoth said to be well connected and 
with strong family influence to aid them— 
have lateiy been convicted and sentenced to 
be hung. They each moved for a new trial, 
and upon its refusal carried their cases to the 
supreme court. The judgments were there 
affirmed on yesterday, as will be seen froin 
the head-notes published elsewhere in this is- 
sue. Another interesting feature of these 
cases is that in each the defendant relied up- 
on drunkenness at the time of the killing as 
an excuse, and upon threatening words as a 
justification. The supreme court in their 
decision announce in unmistakable terms 
that voluntary drunkenness cannot serve as a 
shelter for criminals, and that mere words, or 
even menaces, will not justify a homicide. 
These men, awaiting their doom at the hands 
of the executioner, furnish a powerful illus- 
tration of the prevailing sentiment in Geor- 
gia to let offenders know that punishment 
must inevitably follow the commission of 
crime. 


A COTTON SEED OIL REFINERY. 

It is an established fact that a cotton seed oil 
mill will be erected during the summer, in Atlan. 
ta, with a capital of one hundred thousand dollars, 
in Rome with a capital of fifty-five thousand dol- 
lars, in Athens with the sameé capital and in Colum- 
bus With about fifty thousand dollars. There is al- 
ready a seed oil mill in operation at Augusta. This 
mill, with thuse thatareto be built this summer, 
will produce about 500 barrels per day within a 
territory of which Atlanta is the _  practi- 
calicenter. This territory is not occupied by an oil 
refinery. 

Througuout the rest of the south the cotton seed 
oll mills are divided by agreement and a refinery 
has been established at some central point to 
handle the crude oil of each section. There is one 
at Montgomery, two at Memphis. one at New Or- 
leans, and probably others elsewhere. They do 
not encroach upon each other’s territory, each re- 
finery taking the product of the mills that have 
been assigned toit. There must be a refining es- 
tablishment somewhere to handle the product of 
the mills going up in Georgia and Carolina. At- 
lanta is the natural point for sucha refinery. It is 
the geographical centre of the new territory, it pos- 
sesses better shipping advantages than any other 
point, has heavier capital and more general ad-

The profits of a refinery are established beyond

dispute. The crude oil costs 35 to 45 cents per gal- 
lon. When refined it brings from 65 cents to $1 per 
gallon. Here is a large margin for expense and 
profit. The refineries established already have 
prospered aud declared large dividends, the de 
mand for the oil isincreasing and every gallon 
that can be turned out is taken. A refinery of 
the proper capacity tor this place would cost one 
hundred thousand dollars and would acd 50 per 
cent to the value of cotton seed oil madein Geor- 
gia. We hopetosee a refinery established in At- 
lanta and invite the attention of capitalists to the 
advantage it offers ior investmerg. _

In the river Tweed, for a space of less than 
100 miles there are 316 salmou casts, the rentof 
which has varied widely siuce 1820. Of late years 
it has been about $65,000, but this year it will fall 
considerably below that sum. At one time it was 
$100,000, and it has been as low as $25,000. The 
Tweed wasat the height of its fame as a salmon 
river during Sir Walter Scott's residence at Abbots- 
ford. In 1820 nearly 210,000 fish were taken out of 
its pools. 

Last year a well-known English railway had 
to buy several pieces of land along its line, and the 
cost of the transfers furnish a startling example of 
the need for reform in conveyancing methods in 
Engiand. For the land itself a total sum of over 
$635,000 was paid, for conveyancing charges the 
company paid an additional $74.5. A piece ol 
land ut Bradford cost $16,600; the legal charges on 
it were $1.960. A piece at Taptom cost $10,000; the 
charges were $605. Elsewhere some land cost $6,520, 
and the expenses were $2,540, while there was one 
case where the charges exceeded the purchase

The Struggle Ectween Artiur and Elaine, and Its

A. K. MeClure in the Philadelphia Times, 
WASHINGTON, March 15.—While the Mormons and 
Chinese seem to be absorbing questions at the ne- 
tional capital, they are only the surface issues to 
amuse the guileries of the country, while the one 
absorbing and ever-present question among both 
parties and all classes is the leadership of President 
Arthur. “What will he do?” and “how will he do 
it?’ are the queries tobe heard in almost every 
kuotof the political wiseacres which flood Wash- 
ingion as office-hgjJders, office expectants or party 
depeudents.

+woO ABSORBING TOPICS OF

Generai Daniel Macauley, Ex-Mayor of Indianapolis 
and Manager of the Ilolly System of Water 
Works, Criticises the Atlanta Water 
Works and Makes Some Suggestions. 


There was avery general desire yesterday 
throughout the city to know the plans which 
General Daniel Macauley and his associates 
expect to propose for the relief of the city 
from her troubles from a scarcity of water. 
There was no small amount of speculation as 
to the Jletails of the scheme.. A representa- 
tive of Tne Constitution called on General 
Macauley yesterday and had a short conversa- 
tion in reference to the matter. General Ma- 
cauley said: 

“Atlanta requires 
tional expenditure of $90,000 to place another 
supply main from the works to town. She 
dare not depend on the single brittle vipe 


immediately an addi- 


now in use without great danger of severe loss 
from fire. She requires also an expenditure 
of not less than $50,000 more to connect dead 
ends and make the system what it it should 
be for a term of years to come.”’ 

“But,” remarked the reporter, ‘she is in 
such a situation that she cannot raise the 
funds.”’ 

“Yes, she has exhausted her bonding power, 
and would have to raise this moncy by special 
levy. This levy should fall on water con- 
sumers alone, and upon the city treasury for 
hersmattshare of water for public use. As it is 
now, oniy a small proportion falls on private 
consumers directly, the balance on those who 
receive only indirect benefits and many al- 
most no advantage. Those who liwe off the. 
lines of mains can have no immediate pros- 
pect of compelling or influencing the already 
burdened city to extend in their direction 
for many years---yet they must pay taxes 
to support the system generally.” 

“What do you think is the best way to get 
out?’ 

“Simply this: the city now pays about 
$30,000 annual interest on bonds having v2 
years vet torun. She can be relieved of this 
sum very greatly, and either by lease or sale 
transfer the responsibility, and care of the 
works, under wise restrictions, to private par- 
ties who would either pay a large amount of 
eash into the treasury or a fine rental—in any 
event, at once putting the works in first class 
condition, including the 20-inch main from 
the pumps to the city, and many valuable and 
costly connecting lines. A private manage- 
ment of experts for business purposes would 
act with such constant economy &s actuates 
any other enterprise, and would be under 
equivalentcontrol of customers. They would 
charge the lowest living rates, or quickly lose 
custom. The citizens here are independentof 
anything like oppression or extortion. Water 
is as easily had trom wells on the few milesoi 
mains ason the many iniles of streets now 
without them. A private company can be 
campelled by the council, under proper regu- 
lations, to extend where needed, and those 
who do not use the water pay only their 
slight proportion of taxation for city uses in- 
stead of the large amount now drawn.’’ 

“What do you think of the city keeping 
the water works property and continuing the 
management?” 

“It the present works were completed, and 
would satisfy the wants for any length of 
time, the city shouid certainly keep and run 
them, as the interest and principal of her 
bonded debt will decrease to extinguishment. 
But this cannot be—the almost immediate 
expenditure of $140,000 is necessary and wise, 
and even then unforseen extensions, repairs, 
etc., call for continued investment. Granting 
the intelligence and faithfulness of your pres- 
ent management, itis not in the nature of 
things that acity ean be as careful and busi- 
ness like in such work as a private corpora- 
tion. Atleast itis far from being the rule.’ 

*“What do you think of the situation?” 

“[ have sumewhat studied the situation 
here, and am satisfied that if the city will 
atall consider the yielding of the works to 

rivate parties a satisfactory agreement can 
e made whereby she can receive a consider- 

able amount of cash with which to reduce 
her water debt, have the works immediately 
improved and her citizens receive all desired 
supply in any direction. This of course will 
carry With it the best of fire protection. I 
do not desire to enter into any scramble or 
persuasive efforts to accomplish this. The 
people of Atlanta know their own. business, 
and will act asthey think best. We have no 
wild cat scheme or speculation in view, the 
margin is too close and small for that. It is 
only possible upon a close sensible basis, and 
can only then succeed by the kind indulgence 
and liberality of the citizens, notin spite of 
them.”’ 

‘‘But, General, you have failed to give me 
your plans.” 

“Of course I cannot give you now the de- 
tailsof my plans. There are several reasons 
why it would be improper for me_ to 
do so before conferring with the com- 
mittee from the council. When the 
city decides that any proposition will be con- 
sidered, I am ready to present one or more 
and will accompany them with satisfactory 
assurances of the necessary financial backing 
to insure success. Meanwhile it will be un- 
necessary to waste ammunition by working 
or worrying over plans where possibly none 
are needed. Ican say to you, however, that 
ifmy plan is accepted my company will ex- 
pend from $300 000 to $100.000 on the water 
works. We will put down the new pipes and 
pay 4 large amount into the city treasury.”’

A Short Talk With Mr. Johh Stephens 
Subject. 

“J might say’’ reinarked Mr. John Stephens 
to a CONSTITUTION reporter yesterday, “that 
I am a party interested and your request for 
an interview should perhaps not be granted. 
I can only say this, that the ‘land 
we offer for a park is costing us 
a great deal more than we ask the city for it. 
It is not necessary to describe the Angier 
spring property as all the citizens of Atlanta 
know What itis. Our reason for offering it to 
the city is that we expect an ultimate benefit 
from the location of the park there, and we 
have figured it out that we can by getting 
the park there finally make by the operation, 
although we will lose heavily on the sale of 
the land.”’ 

‘‘How much of it is there?” 

DBe- 
tween that figure and 120.” 

‘How have you proceeded in the matter? 

“We have gone around among the _ parties 
owning this land and represented to them the 
advantage that it would he to that side of 
town to have the park, and they have put 
the land at a much tess price than they would 
otherwise se!l it for.” 

‘For instance,’’ continued Mr. Stephens, 
“the Angier heirs would not take twelve 
thousand dollars for 45 acres of land that they

cola, Fla., and west of a line drawn from 
Bristol, Tenn., through Charlotte, Columbia, 
Williston and Evansville, and from Miller, 
Lumber City, Kirkland, Quitman and Drifton 
to Tallahassee, not including the points 
through which these lines are drawn, and all 
points east of the latter line, including the 
points through which the line is drawn, to be 
pro-rated after deducting bridge tolls or other 
necessary arbitraries. This resolution will 
not apply to the division of revenue on _ busi- 
ness from the western points reached via and 
coast points.

Equity, from Bibb. Railroads. Taxes. 
Judge Underwood, of the Rome circuit, 


presiding in place of Jackson, C. J., disquali- 


tied, announced the following: 
1. Where any ministerial oflicer of this state 
is attempting to collect money out of a per- 


son, natural or artificial, under the forms of 
law, but without any valid law to authorize 


the process he uses aud calls an execution for 
taxes, it is the duty of the courts in a proper 
case made to arrest the proceeding in some of 
the modes known to the law and afford re- 
lief to the party justly complaining. 
Equity has jurisdiction to interfere in 
behalf of any person natural or artificial, en- 
titled to relief on the following grounas: 

(1.) Where exactions are pressed in the 
form of annual taxes, consistent with, and 
violation of, legal rights. 

(2.) Because the exactions might be repeat- 
ed and wrongs multiplied. 

(3.) When misled ce the act of the officer, 
which amounts to a legal fraud. 

(4.) On the ground of mistake. 

(5.) Because the numerous questions made 
as to different parts of the property assessed, 
and the liability of each portion,dependent for 
adjudication on separate charters and amend- 
ments and other questions in respect to other 
items of property in and out of thisstate, and 
in what degree or how connected, and wheth- 
er liable or not to be taxed, make a compli- 
cated case that properly calls for the exercise 
of the powers of a court of equity to ascertain, 
adjust and settle. 

3. Tax executions having been issued against 
the railroad and levied upon property in Bibb 
county, the principal oiftice of the company 
being in that county, the superior court tlere- 
of bas jurisdiction to enjvin the collection of 
the fi. fas. 

The case is not altered by the lease to an- 
other company. 

t+. Under the facts of the case it is appar- 
ent that the coilection of tax upon the en- 
tire property of the railroad witheut regard 
to the limitations of charter would be un- 
constitutional and illegal. 

5. That portion of the new Southwestern 
railroady known as the former Muscogee rail- 
road. from Columbus to Butler, is not hable 
to be taxed beyond the limitation fixed in 
the charter, it being covered by the decision 
of the supreme court of the United States. 
92, U. 8.665. The road from Fort Valley 
to Butleris not liable to be taxed further than 
provided in the charter, because the words 
authorizing the extension to Butler or Wolf 
Pen, as then called, exonerate the extension 
from further taxa'tion—or taxation ‘‘of one- 
half of one per cent on the net annual in- 
come.” 

The main line of road from Macon to Fort 
Gaines is exempt from taxation, except as 
limited in the charter. | 

The line from Cuthbert to Eufaula is sub- 

ject tothe ad valorem tax, less the amount 
already paid. 
The line from Albany to Arlington is liable 
to the ad valorem tax, deducting the income 
tax paid, it being made expressly liable for 
“such additional tax as the legislature may 
hereafter impose.’ Wethink the act of Is7f 
imposed the ad valorem tax, 

If there is any other quéstion in this case 
not mentioned, itis fnily covered by the de- 
cision in this very case, in 64 Georgia, 783, and 
that de¢ision is in ull things aftirmed and 
must control this case. 

A decision made in a particular case must 
control the case, The principle might be re- 
viewed in another case and reversed. 

This opinion has been written on the cir- 
cuit amid many perpiexities and very many 
interruptions, and may have much imperfec- 
tion. 

We make the following judgment. 

It is considered, ordered and adjudged that 
the decision of the court below be, in all 
things, aftirmed.
